You can’t have unity with¬ 
out community. 

And a sense of commu¬ 
nity was readily apparent 
as thousands rallied at the 
Manitoba legislative 
grounds and paraded 
down Broadway yesterday 
to spread a colourful mes¬ 
sage of peace, love and 
tolerance. 

Winnipeg Pride Day — 
the annual celebration of 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgendered, two-spirit- 
ed and queer peoples in 
Manitoba — went off with¬ 
out a hitch, given a boost 


after the threat of rain van¬ 
ished and the sun bright¬ 
ened the day. 

The atmosphere, how¬ 
ever, was nothing short of 
gleeful. Festivities got un¬ 
derway just after 11 a.m., 
and were punctuated by 
ABBA singalongs led by 
Winnipeg’s Rainbow Har¬ 
mony Project Choir. 

Conservative MP Shelly 
Glover and MLA Dr. Jon 
Gerrard were among those 
who attended, with Ger¬ 
rard leading a procession 
of Manitoba Liberals down 
Broadway to The Forks. 

The event capped Pride 
Winnipeg’s 10-day-long 
festival, which started on 
May 28. 


Desperately seeking tickets

A high-profile American 
activist has become a 
cheerleader of the Senate 
page who lost her job for 
her stunning protest 
against Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper. 

Michael Moore has post¬ 
ed a giant photo on his 
website of 21-year-old 
Brigette DePape holding 
up a “Stop Harper” sign in 
the Senate chamber dur¬ 
ing Friday’s throne speech. 

Moore has also shared a 
link to a news story de¬ 
scribing DePape’s stunt, 
calling for U.S. students to 
“take note.” 

In an interview yester¬ 
day, DePape told The Cana¬ 
dian Press she’s excited 
her protest has attracted 
attention from a high-pro¬ 
file activist like Moore. 

The University of Ot¬ 
tawa graduate was fired 
from her job for the move 


and was criticized by many 
Parliamentarians who sug¬ 
gested it was disrespectful. 

But DePape said she has 
no regrets about the inci¬ 
dent and remains con¬ 
vinced the best way to stop 
the Harper government is 
through protests like the 


one she staged. 

“I really think it’s only 
through inappropriate ac¬ 
tion that you can chal¬ 
lenge the status quo and 
have real change,” she 
said, adding that she’s 
been overwhelmed by pos¬ 
itive feedback from Cana-

dians. “It’s been really in¬ 
spiring.” 

DePape said she initially 
joined the Senate page 
program to learn more 
about politics, but became 
convinced that the Conser¬ 
vative government’s agen¬ 
da was disastrous on 
everything from the envi¬ 
ronment to social pro¬ 
grams. 

DePape stood in the 
Senate chamber for about 
20 seconds before she was 
ushered out by security.

O Israeli troops battle pro-Palestin¬ 
ian protesters along Syrian border 
O Marchers organized on Facebook 


Israeli troops battled hun¬ 
dreds of pro-Palestinian 
protesters who tried to 
burst across Syria’s fron¬ 
tier with the Golan 
Heights yesterday, killing a 
reported 20 people and 
wounding scores more in 
the second outbreak of 
deadly violence in the bor¬ 
der area in less than a 
month. 

The clashes, marking 
the anniversary of the 
Arab defeat in the 1967 
Mideast war, drew Israeli 
accusations that Syria was 
orchestrating the violence 
to shift attention away 
from a bloody crackdown 
on opposition protests at

E. coli outbreak 
linked to Germany 


The terrifying E. coli out¬ 
break in Europe appears to 
have been caused by veg¬ 
etable sprouts grown in 
Germany, an agriculture of¬ 
ficial said yesterday as the 
toll climbed to at least 22 
dead and more than 2,200 
sickened. 

Preliminary tests found 
that bean sprouts and other 
sprout varieties from an or¬ 
ganic farm in the Uelzen 
area, between the northern 
cities of Hamburg and Han¬ 
nover, could be connected 
to infected people in five 


German states, Lower Sax¬ 
ony Agriculture Minister 
Gert Lindemann said. 

In recent days, suspicion 
had fallen on lettuce, cu¬ 
cumbers and tomatoes, per¬ 
haps from Spain.

Weight Loss 
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Report claims feds 
hoarding copyrights 

O In 2009, more than 2,100 patents and copyrights by 
outside contracts held by government departments 


Departments and agencies 
are hoarding hundreds of 
patents and copyrights, vio¬ 
lating the federal govern¬ 
ment’s rules on intellectual 
property, says a new report. 

For more than 10 years, 
federal policy has been to 
assign contractors the 
rights to any intellectual 
property produced during 
their work for departments 
and agencies. For example, 
a software company that 
writes a computer program 
under a federal contract 
can retain the copyright 
and sell the program. The

► The 2011 report found few 
departments were apply¬ 
ing to the Treasury Board 
to allow them to retain 
patents or copyrights. 

► It says Canadian rules are 
being widely ignored. 

► It also criticized the Treas¬ 
ury Board and Industry 
Canada for failing to moni¬ 
tor departments' 
adherence to the policy. 


policy, implemented in 
2000, says only in excep¬ 
tional circumstances 
should Ottawa retain a 
patent or copyright — 
largely because the private 
sector is best positioned to 
exploit it commercially. 

A new report found that 
too many patents and other 
intellectual properties are 
winding up in government 
hands. In 2009, 59 per cent 
of the intellectual property 
generated by outside con¬ 
tracts was snapped up by 
government departments.

Flaherty plans to 
stay the course 


In a way, it will go down as 
the ultimate budget leak. 

When Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty stands up in 
the House of Commons to¬ 
day to deliver the govern¬ 
ment’s fiscal plan for the 
upcoming year, Canadians 
could be forgiven for think¬ 
ing they’ve heard it before. 

They have. As Flaherty 
has repeatedly said since 
his party won its first ma¬ 
jority on May 2, he intends 
to bring back essentially the 
same document he un¬ 
veiled two months ago and 
that all three opposition 
parties rejected. 

Taking what remains of 
the drama out of the 


process, Flaherty has also 
unveiled the two major 
changes he does intend to 
bring in — setting aside 
about $2.2 billion for Que¬ 
bec’s adoption of the har¬ 
monized sales tax, and 
beginning the process of 
phasing out political party 
financing. 

“Basically this is the 
March 22 budget with a 
couple of additions from 
the platform,” the minister 
said recently. Officials have 
also let it be known there 
will be few surprises, if any, 
reducing the usual all-day 
lock-up for reporters to a 
slim two hours.

Move over, Oxford, there’s a new school in town 


A group of prominent 
British academics said yes¬ 
terday they are starting a 
private university in Lon¬ 
don to rival the country’s 
elite institutions in Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge. 

The New College of the 
Humanities will be led by 
AC Grayling, a renowned 
philosophy professor, and 
the faculty will include 
Richard Dawkins, an evo¬ 
lutionary biologist and 
successful author, eco¬ 
nomics professor and 


writer Niall Ferguson, and 
other prominent educa¬ 
tors. 

It will be a relatively 
small university boasting 
at least one teacher for 
every 10 students and of¬ 
fering one-to-one tutorials 
and extensive contact be¬ 
tween teachers and stu¬ 
dents, officials said. 

In a message posted 
yesterday on the new uni¬ 
versity’s website, Grayling 
said graduates would be 
ready to make “an imme-

diate contribution in busi¬ 
ness, government, media 
or the arts.” 

He also said college 
staff would help arrange 
internships. 

Grey ling said that “a 
significant number” of 
scholarships would be 
awarded. 

The new college has 
started accepting admis¬ 
sions applications, with 
classes expected to begin 
in October 2012.

Commuter Challenge kicking off today, 
hundreds of inexperienced cyclists will 
be hitting the road for their trip to work. 
Unfortunately, odds are that some of 
them will literally be hitting the road as 
well, due to poor riding skills. 

“Most people know how to balance a 
bike, but they don’t really know how to ride it 
properly,” said Dave Ellmore, a certified bike safety 
instructor and director of safety and education for local 
cycling advocacy group Bike to the Future. 

According to Ellmore, some of the most common mis¬ 
takes cyclists make are thinking they’re allowed to pass 

a line of stopped cars along

the right (it’s illegal, and 
makes motorists angry), 
riding along sidewalks be¬ 
cause they perceive it’s 
safer (it’s not, and it’s also 
illegal), and riding as close 
as possible to the edge of 
the road (it’s unsafe and re¬ 
duces your visibility). 

While many cyclists 
aren’t yet familiar with 
even basic riding 

techniques, the three levels of government have spent 
millions over the past few years installing new cycling 
infrastructure like bikeways, sharrows and traffic calm¬ 
ing circles across Winnipeg. 

Bike to the Future welcomes these investments, but 
Ellmore said the group would like to see a 
corresponding commitment to cyclist education. To that 
end, it has approached the city, province and Manitoba 
Public Insurance to support offering the Canbilce 
program in this province. 

Developed by the Canadian Cycling Association, Can- 
bilce is a nationally standardized series of bike safety 
courses, similar to driver’s education. The program is of¬ 
fered extensively in other Canadian centres, such as 
Toronto, where the city runs dozens of Canbilce courses 
each summer. 

For now, though, local options are scarce. MPI does 
run “bike rodeos” for young children, and Bike to the 
Future was able to offer a few bike safety short-courses 
through the city’s Leisure Guide this spring, but Ellmore 
said it’s not nearly enough to reach the growing number 
of local cyclists. 

As governments continue to invest in expanding our 
cycling network and encouraging more people to hop 
on a bike, they would be well-advised to pedal together 
with groups like Bike to the Future to ensure our roads 
are safe for all users.

There’s just something 
about Tyler Posey that 
makes people think of 
werewolves. Not only is he

You wrote that you're against 
children on Facebook. Why is 
that site different from 
MySpace or MSN messenger, 
where kids can befriend ran¬ 
dom screen names? 

Well, as Facebook draws 
in over 500 million users 
worldwide, it is natural 
for the site to attract the 
most attention. While oth¬ 
ers sites should not bask 
in the heat Facebook feels 
with pressure from priva¬ 
cy advocacy groups, there 
is no difference between a 
seemingly random screen 
name on MSN/Windows 
Live and using a fake 


name on Facebook. Identi¬ 
ty goes further than sim¬ 
ply the name we use or 
details we hand over. 

As a criminologist, what do 
you feel is the most effective 
way to stop predators? Or to 
catch them? 

This insidious relationship 
we have with online 
predatory behaviour is 
ubiquitous across sites in¬ 
volving children. Online 
sex offenders should be re¬ 
stricted from using social 
networks, but this simply 
prevents online reoffend¬ 
ing. The balance should be 


maintained between chil¬ 
dren’s access to offenders 
as well as offenders’ access 
to children. A bipartite 
arrangement should be 
enforced, with children of 
a certain age — say 13 and 
upwards, as Facebook has 
as its current policy — are 
allowed on social 
networking sites, but with 
a restricted panel of priva¬ 
cy settings to prevent au¬ 
tomatic disclosure of a 
child’s information. 

But how do we institute laws 
without violating privacy? 

It is an immensely 


difficult balance to strike. 
Unfortunately, it is only 
for criminologists and so¬ 
ciologists to debate, and 
for respective 
parliaments, assemblies, 
congresses and legislators 
alike to implement. Priva¬ 
cy should be the foremost 
point for the minds of 
those constructing laws. If 
freedom of expression and 
speech can align with pri¬ 
vacy — something the 
United States holds better 
than its British cousins — 
then we are at least one 
step in the right direction. 


Should there be stricter 
guidelines for opening up a 
social media account? 

Yes, in that it would 
prevent spam accounts 
from being created — 
formed from fake names 
that water down the con¬ 
centrated social 
experience for the rest of 
users. Equally no, in that 
the less information there 
is about users online, the 
less chance that social me¬ 
dia companies can misuse 
private user information, 
as Facebook has shown to 
do before.

What’s the difference between organic wine 
and conventional wine? Peter of Vancouver

Wineries 
that produce 
certified or¬ 
ganic wine 
cannot use 
toxic pesti¬ 
cides, herbi¬ 
cides or 
synthetic fertilizers to 
grow grapes. An organic 
vineyard will fertilize 
crops with compost, com¬ 
post teas, green manure 


and cover crops. Instead of 
herbicides, they rely on 
mechanical weeding, 
mowing around the vines, 
mulching and companion 
planting. To avoid the use 
of insecticides to control 
cutworms, organic prac¬ 
tices include grazing 
chickens under the vines 
or picking cutworms off 
the leaves one by one. 

Certified organic wine 
doesn’t use any genetically 
modified organisms 

(GMOs) either. GMO yeast, 
for example, is allowed in 
conventional wines. And 
when it comes to other ad¬ 


ditives, certified organic 
wines don’t contain sul¬ 
phites. However, wine la¬ 
belled “Made with 
organically grown grapes” 


may have sulphur dioxide. 
The latter might also be 
processed using the same 
equipment and in the 
same facility as conven¬ 



tional wine. 

So among organic 
wines, bottles with a third- 
party certified organic la¬ 
bel would meet the 
highest standards. 

You also come across 
biodynamic wines. Biody¬ 
namic farming techniques 
use a vineyard’s natural re¬ 
sources to cultivate grapes 
without pesticides, fungi¬ 
cides, herbicides, synthetic 
fertilizers or growth stimu¬ 
lants. 

A certified biodynamic 
vineyard often meets or 
exceeds the standards and 
regulations for organic-cer- 
tified farming. 

Some wineries also take 
land stewardship and liv¬ 


ing in harmony with 
wildlife seriously. 

They educate workers, 
asking them not to kill na¬ 
tive snake species, which 
are often rare or endan¬ 
gered. 

They might install 
snake barrier fencing and 
incorporate worker safety 
training. 

Others restore native 
habitats through planting 
native shrubs, wildflowers 
and grasses or account for 
losing some of their har¬ 
vest to local wildlife like 
bears.

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Nadal bests 
Federerin 
Open final 

O Spanish star matches Borg 
with his 6th French Open win 


Regardless of the setting or 
the surface, Rafael Nadal 
confounds Roger Federer 
the way no other man can. 

Put the two greats of the 
game on opposite ends of a 
court in a Grand Slam final 
— particularly at Roland 
Garros, on the red clay that 
Nadal rules — and the one¬ 
sided nature of the rivalry 
grows even more pro¬ 
nounced. 

Grinding along the base¬ 
line, using every inch of his 
wingspan to extend points, 
whipping fearsome fore¬ 
hands this way and that, 
Nadal flummoxed Federer 
yet again yesterday in a riv¬ 
eting, highlight-filled 
match, beating him 7-5, 7-6 
(3), 5-7, 6-1 for a record-ty¬ 
ing sixth French Open 
championship and 10th 
major title overall. 

“He plays better against 
the better ones, and that’s 
what he showed today,” 
said Federer, owner of 16 
Grand Slam trophies. “He’s 
a great champion, on clay, 
especially.” 

There’s no question that 
Nadal is as good as it gets in 
Paris — 45-1 for his career, 
and the same number of ti¬ 
tles there as Bjorn Borg — 
but the Spaniard already al¬ 
so has shown that he is 
much more than the King 
of Clay. And yesterday’s vic¬ 
tory only will raise more 
questions about whether 
Federer truly deserves to be

called the Greatest of All 
Time if he is not even the 
Greatest of Right Now. 

Nadal leads their head- 
to-head series 17-8. That in¬ 
cludes a 6-2 advantage in 
Grand Slam finals and a 5-0 
edge at the French Open (in 
the 2005 semifinals, and 
the 2006, 2007, 2008 and 
2011 finals). 

When a reporter recited 
those numbers and asked 
for an assessment, Nadal 
replied: “Well, it means I 
can play well, too. 

“When you talk about 
these statistics, when you 
try and make these compar¬ 
isons, really it’s not veiy in¬ 
teresting to me,” continued 
Nadal, who would have ced¬

Bruins 
sticking 
to their 
game plan 

After making the long trip 
home yesterday, the Boston 
Bruins didn’t walk off the 
plane with a long list of 
changes or adjustments 
planned. 

Instead, their strategy 
for getting back into the 
Stanley Cup final against 
the Vancouver Canucks 
was to stick with what got 
them here. Facing a virtual 
must-win Game 3 tonight, 
the Bruins were looking to 
embrace the energy of play¬ 
ing on home ice — they’re 
7-3 at TD Garden during 
this post-season — while 
continuing to ride Zdeno 
Chara and Tim Thomas. 

Those two men were 
both beaten by Alex 
Burrows before he brought 
a quick end to overtime in 
Game 2. Thomas was 
caught out of his goal as 
Burrows outraced Chara to 
score on a wraparound, but 
the Bruins goalie scoffed at 
the notion he might want 
to tone down his aggressive 
style. 

“I have a pretty good 
idea of how to play goalie,” 
Thomas said yesterday. 

“I’m not going to be taking 
suggestions or advice at 
this time. I’m just going to 
keep playing the way I 
have.” 

There was more than a 
hint of defiance from the 
Eastern Conference cham¬ 
pions, who clearly feel un¬ 
lucky to be trailing the 
series 2-0 after a pair of 
one-goal losses. 

Coach Claude Julien 
came to the defence of 
both Thomas and Chara, 
the towering six-foot-nine 
defenceman who had a 
tough outing in Game 2. 
The Bruins captain is aver¬ 
aging more than 28 
minutes per game in the 
playoffs and shouldn’t ex¬ 
pect to see that workload 
eased any. 

“Where we are right 
now, we have to look at it 
this way: He’s got all sum¬ 
mer long to rest,” said 
Julien. “Now is not the time 
to start giving him a rest. 
We’re in a fight here for a 
Stanley Cup. 

“He’s capable of taking 
it.” 

Julien hinted at needing 
to make a few small
